I he  scarcity  ol  goods  ol  Almost  all  kinds 
which  has  distinguished  the  aftermath  ol 
war  sVrms  to  have  spread  to  include  a com- 
modity that  need  never  disappear  from  view  — 
courtesy.  Reports  Irom  various  parts  ol  the 
Dominion  rmphasi/c  the  unwelcome  recur- 
rence of  impoliteness,  which  is  particularly 
noticcjblc  in  stores  and  other  business  places 
which  exist  to  supply  goods  to  the  public. 
The  war  itself  was  the  parent  ot  much  dis- 
courtesy. but  its  end  had  foreshadowed  a 
return  to  more  pleasant  daily  relations  be- 
tween clerk  and  customer  1 he  current  com- 
modity shortage  has  apparently  checked  this 
desirable  improvement  in  manners 

Not  all  store  clerks  are  guilty  ol  rudeness 
or  indifference  to  the  wants  of  the  customers, 
bv  any  means  I lure  are  many  stores  in 
which  it  is  a pleasure  to  do  business  By 
some  clerks  and  proprietors  also,  however, 
scarcity  ot  good?  is  seemingly  viewed  as  an 
opportunity  to  show  disdain  or  condescension 
toward  a seeking  public.  In  certain  cases 
the  attitude  is  so  marked  as  to  bespeak  almost 
a rebuke  for  the  prrson  daring  to  ask  tor  this 
or  that  commodity  l ong  standing  custom- 
ers have  suffered  this  experience  in  stores  they 
have  patronized  for  periods  stretching  back 
to  the  prewar  era. 

The  present  trade  situation  puts  business 
in  a favored  position  towards  the  public  it 
grrvrs.  but  that  ■ » no  excuse  for  oft  hand  or 
^abrupt  treatment-  This  discourtesy  is  all 
the  more  surprising  when  it  is  remembered 
that  stores  would  not  provide  the  em- 
ployment they  do  were  there  no  public  to 
enter  their  doors  A store  clerk  works  because 
of  the  flow*  of  customers  seeking  what  the 
store  has  to  sell.  If  at  the  moment  that  com 
modity  is  non-existent  or  scarce  be  it  food, 
clothing  or  fuel,  insult  need  not  be  added  to 
injury  by  bad  behaviour. 

The  scarcity  will  pass.  Business  between 
clerk  and  customer  is  a long  term  propo 
sition  with  the  balance  favoring  in  time, 
the  store  whose  employer*  remember  that

Such  spectacles  debase  the  solemn  obliga- 
tions which  marriage  invokes  I here  may  be 
circumstances  which  call  for  a marriage  cere- 
mony to  be  performed  under  unusual  con- 
ditions. although  ^pne  doubts  there  are  any 
valid  reasons  for  cither  of  the  occasions  cited 
The  law  provides  for  marriages  without 
benefit  ol  clergy,  and  lays  down  no  rules 
as  to  tin  background  necessary  for  the  cere- 
mony Where  wedding  rites  are  conducted  in 
peculiar  circumstances  thev  would  be  better 
carried  out  as  a legal,  not  a religious  rite 

Ir  is  unfortunate  that  some  few  clergymen 
lend  themselves  to  practices  out  ol  harmony 
with  the  solemnity  of  the  occasion  I hey 
are.  it  is  gratifying  to  note  very  lew  Minis- 
ters of  the  church  in  general  recognize  the 
sjeredness  ol  their  office  in  the  marriage  rite, 
as  do  ihr  vast  majority  of  principals  involved.
